The second deficiency appropria- 
tion bill, carrying more than S70,- 
000,000, including funds to start 
the Boulder canyon dam project, 
was passed today by the senate.

Porter, one of tfce nation'-; foremost 
statesmen is ended. 
Mr. Porter cued at 2:40 a. m., 
eastern 
daylight time today in 
Allegheny General hospital while 
messages of solicitude and sym- 
pathy poured in from &il over the 
world. Memberc of his family were, 
at the bedsiue. 
The chairman of the house of 
representatives foreign affairs com- 
mittee, leader in the world-wide 
fight for control of habit-forming 
drugs, and"" dean of the Penn- 
sylvania congressional 
delegation, 
lapsed into unconsciousness early 
yesterday and sank rapidly. 


Stricken En Bonte to London. 
Mr. Porter became ill about two 
months ago. He was stricken while 
aboard ship en route from Lon- 
don. June 11 he was brought to 
Pittsburgh from Walter Reed hos- 
pital in Washington- Death was 
due to cirrhosis of the liver. 
Representative 
Porter 
was 61 
years old. He "was a prominent 
fieure in republican 
politics of 
Pennsylvania for the past twenty 
years and became a national figure 
at the close of the World war. while 
congress and the nation souzht so- 
lution to the gigantic problems 
growing out of that conflict. 
Aided Post-War Diplomacy. 


After the treaty of Versailles was 
signed. Mr. Porter took a leading 
part in the conferences which re- 
sulted in the Knox-Porter resolu- 
tions, forming the basis for re- 
storing diplomatic and commercial 
relations with Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 
During the World war. President 
Wilson frequently consulted Mr. 
Porter on American war policies 
and President 
Harding likewise 
asked his aid in handling post-war 
problems. Mr. Harding named the 
Pennsylvania!! a member of the 
advisory committee which repre- 
sented the howse of representatives 
in the Washington conference on 
the limitation of armaments. As 
chairman of the American delega- 
tion which sat with the league of 
nations

limit the production of opium, Mr. 
Porter distinguished himself In the 
fjght against the traffic of nar- 
cotics. 
Mr. Porter was bom near Salem.

The po- 
lice officer Jent it to him, and later 
was 'repaid' by .Lingle with the 
check, mad* out to "Cash." 
The rumozed coolness existing 


between iingip and George (Bugs) 
Moran, rival to Al Capone for Chi- 
cago gang* sovereignty, was recalled 
to investigators by one develop- 
ment yesterday involving the Sher- 
idan Wave club, a north side 
gambling place In which Moran 
was said to have been Interested.

bond each, set after they entered 
pleas of not guilty. 


Norris, Rosenblum and 
Joseph 
J. Castelllini, president, were re- 
moved by the directors Monday. 


United States District Attorney 
Haveth E. Mau said Shafer's al- 
leged 
manipulations 
were the 
direct cause of the bank's closing. 
Shafer, Mau said, had 
deposited 


Cities Service collateral bearing 
forged indorsements. 
It was this 
stock, reported to amount to be- 
tween $225,000 and $375,000, that 
involved Norris and Rosenblum. 


Other Banks Sound. 


The 
brotherhood 
bank 
came 


under the scrutiny of federal in- 
vestigators June 10 when it was 
learned the bank carried an ac- 
count for Shafer. 
On that day 
the Cosmopolitan Bank and Trust 
Co. closed because of an alleged 
shortage of $623,000 in Sharer's ac- 
count and Shafer was arrested on 
a charge of embezzling more than 
$210,000 from the Doherty com- 
pany, his former employers.

Wood, extension agent in engineer- 
ing of the college, in finding out 
how much interest there is in the 
state in such a school 'About 100 
representatives 
of lumber mer- 


chants have already signed UD to 
come to the short course Some 
companies are sending two or three 
men 


The group will -be handled as a 
university class and assigned to 
drafting boards where they will be 
taught to draw actual plans of 
farm homes and farm buildings. 
Some of the periods will be devoted 
to lectures and discussions of lum- 
bermen's problems in helping cus- 
tomers plan building. The general 
principles that have been worked 
put by the agricultural engineer- 
ing department for Nebraska build- 
ings will be used throughout the 
short course 


Preliminary work of this kind 


was handled by Mr Wood in April 
and the first two days of May in 
a series of lumber meetings all over 
the state.

LIMA, Peru, June 27—</P)—Baut- 
ista Saavedra, former vice presi- 
dent of Bolivia, in a telegram from 
A.3quipa, Chlla, today said there 
had been a heavy loss of life 
in 


fighting: in streets of la Paz, Bol- 
ivian capital, Wednesday night. His 
message ' follows: 
"The rebels are dominating the 
situation, and I can assert that the 
only government positions are the 
government palace and Commercio 
street. 
"It is 
known that the number 


killed last night in La Paz is great, 
among them many Socially promin- 
ent persons." 
Previous telegrams from the for- 
mer vice president and exiles had 
said that the military college, aid- 
ed by civilian and other military 
elements, revolted in the course of 
the night and defeated the loyal 
Yngavi regiment. 
Saavedra blames the president- 
resigned, Hernando Siles, and the 
German commander-in-chief of the 
Bolivian armies. General 
Kundt, 


who has supported M Siles, for the 
sanguinary disturbances. The revo- 
lutionary elements charge that M. 
Si^s attempted to have himself re- 
elected president in defiance of the 
constitution. 


Repulse Enraged Citizens. 


LIMA, Peru, June 27— (/P) — 
Spurred by the martydom of a very 
beautiful young Bolivian girl, who 
with stirring uords had urged the 
men of La Paz to be 
men 
and 
stake in defense of their liberties, 
a mob in that city Sunday waged 
a vain and deadly battle with the 
police. 
The gendarmes, mounting their 
machine guns on trucks, repulsed 
wave after wave of the enraged citi- 
zens, until finally forty or more lay 
dead on the streets of the mountain 
capital, and more than sixty lay 
wounded. 
The demonstrators then took the 
bodies of the girl and a boy student 
companion 
whom the. police also 
tailed and carried them to 
every 
part of the city, exhibiting them as 
evidence of what was called an out- 
rage perpetrated by those 
whose 
duty was to defend. 
Again Monday when public bur- 


ial was sought for the dead 
the 
police dispersed the 
crowds with 
gun lire and others were killed and 
wounded. Public excitement

and continues..

Birth of Church. 


The First Presbyterian church 
was organized at a meeting held in 
the court house here, June 25,1870, 
'and there were nineteen charter 
members. Irregular 
services were 
held for years previous to organiza- 
tion, usually conducted by minis- 
ters of neighboring charges. A pre- 
liminary meeting was held in Aug- 
ust, 1869, when Sheldon Jackson, 
noted missionary, visited Tecumseh. 


The first pastor of the Tecumseh 
church was Rev. A. T. Wood, who 
divided bis time with the church at 
Helena, the Helena settlement and 
church long since having disap- 
peared. • 
The 
first 
church building was 


erected in 1874, was later sold to 
the 
school district for use as a 
school building, and still later was 
sold to a private party and was 
converted into a residence. 
On December 4, 1892, the present 
church building was dedicated, free 
from debt, $10,500.00 having been 
spent in its erection. 
The church^" has had seventeen 
ministers during its history. Rev. 
W. W. Harsha, DD., LLD., who was 
pastor at 
the 
time of building, 


served the longest term, a period of 
seven years. T h e membership 
reached 100 in 1885, and its highest 
point was 209 in 1897, after "Billy" 
Sunday had held a series of meet- 
ings here, this being some of his 
first work. During the sixty years 
of existence the church member- 
ship has raised $75,000 for local 
church support and $20,000 for ben- 
evolent causes.

longer Mrs. Raymond left the hos- 
pital today. 


Camp Quivira, community chest- 


sponsored summer camp of the Lin- 
coln Boy Scouts near Louisville, has 
perfected a system for precaution 
against 
drowning 
during water 


sports. The plan is given much 
credit for the camp's record of free- 
dom from accidents, according to 
Scout Executive Gillette. It is the 
Red Cross "Water-buddy" system 
which is recognized as one of the 
most effective methods for protect- 
ing groups of bathers during the 
swimming period. 


The Scouts are divided into pairs, 


every boy having a water-buddy 
who is his swimming partner, en- 
tering and leaving the water with 
him 
Buddies are assigned at the 
beginning of each camp period, Mr. 
Gillette said. Usually after 
the 


first assignment, the pairs remain 
together during the rest 
of the 


season unless one member of the 
team is promoted to a higher grade. 


A check-up by buddies is made 


before and after each swim, and 
usually at intervals during the swim. 
When the 
whistle is blown, in- 
struction Js given to "join your 
buddy" and swimming is not re- 
sumed until every pair of buddies 
reports. The fundamental rule for 
bathing is always swim in com- 
pany, according to the scout execu- 
tive, swimming alone often results 
in fatalities. 


"An interesting feature of this 


camp system is to see the buddies 
swimming around in pairs trying out 
their growing powers against each 
others," said Mr. Gillette 
"There 
are two voices to call for help, two 
pairs of eyes to watch for danger, 
and one swimmer to hold up the 
other in case of stomach cramps or 
sudden illness in deep water. While 
this system does not relieve the in- 
structors and life guards at the 
camp of their responsibility, it gives 
them an added sense of security, as 
each bather has a water-buddy and 
is concerned with his individual 
safety, and in case of need can 
either help or call for assistance."

which on July 1 will take charge o 
the prohibition bureau now in th 
treasury department. 
"The moral obligation to

measures to enforce the eighteenth 
amendment," he said, "rests alik 
on federal and state governments 
The power is concurrent and there 
fore the duty is concurrent.

1 these reasons it was necessarily un- 


derstood that 
state governments 


and the federal government would 
each take a part in the enforce- 
ment. In those states which have 
repealed enforcement statutes 
whose authorities do not perform a

roper share of the work, 
there 


ave been, and will continue to be 


grave deficiencies in enforcement.' 


Must Unite Efforts.

will .endeavor to "secure that degree

come through the united efforts o: 
state and federal governments" sup- 
ported by "the large body of citi- 
zens" who believe the law shoult 
be respected and obeyed.

A prohibition administrator will 


be in charge of each of the admin- 
istrative districts and deputy will be 
placed at the head of each enforce- 
ment district.

ROTARIANS HEAR 
PLEA FOR PEACE 


British Admiral Urges 


United States to Unite 


Against War. 


Cites England's Need of 


Navy to Protect Her 


Food Supply. 


CHICAGO, June 27—M5)—Tocsin 


calls to America to prepare for 
peace were delivered today by a 
veteran British fighting man be- 
fore the convention of Rotary In- 
ternational at the final day's ses- 
sion. Admiral Mark Kerr of the 
British royal navy (retired) C. B.; 
M. V. O, gave American Rotarians 
what he termed the new eleventh 
commandment: 


"Thou shalt not go to war." 
"Were America to say to nations 


of the world, 'Fight, and you get 
no help of any kind from us,'" Kerr 
said, "then peace might be assured. 
"You cannot have a lasting peace 


while minds of men think of war. 
Let Rotary and the American press 
unite to spread this gospel. 
Reads Prussian Letter. 


"Three years before the great 


war, Prince Henry of Prussia wrote 
me as follows: 
" 'I passed your fleet of maneuv- 


ers and what a pretty spectacle 
it presented. We of the navy desire 
peace, but our army wants war. 
Captains 35 years old see no pro- 
motions and pay increases during 
peace time. They would rather fight 
the French, but would fight you 
too.'" 
English speaking nations, with 


one-quarter of the world territory 
and almost half the world's popu- 
lation, could be welded in a union 
to preserve peace, Kerr said. He 
traced the activities of the League 
of Nations, saying -it had stopped 
several threatening crises which 
might have resulted in war with 
its subsequent loss of life.

With 80,000 miles of sea 
lanes to keep open she needs light 
fast cruisers to protect her com- 
merce. America v;ith her power 
and wealth, in the event of war, 
could order her ships held in port 
until the arrival of the escorting 
squadron of larger ships. One large 
ship has an advantage in battle 
over smaller ones because of the 
longer ranges of her guns."

Drainage District. 
Bids were received at the state 
public works department

SORENSEN SENDS 
WARNING LETTER 


Asks Publisher to Prove 


Right to Sell Stock 


Without Permit. 


The Stauffer Publications Co., 


owner of the Grand Island Inde- 
pendent, has been warnsd by At- 
torney General Sorensen to produce 
proof of the exemption it claims 
before it attempts to issue and sell 
its stock in Nebraska. Otherwise, 
the attorney general threatens to 
commence action against the com- 
pany for failing to obtain a permit 
from the state blue sky department. 
The company was notified through 
its attorneys, Langworthy, Spencer, 
and Terrell of Kansas City. 
The company has contended that 


it is exempt from the permit re- 
quirements under the provision of 
section K of the statute relating to 
corporations which have been in 
continuous operation for three years 
or more and have shown a certain 
per cent of earnings. 
"We do not think subdivision K 


extends to a corporation of less than 
three years continuous operation 
even though the industry it owns 
has been in operation for a longer 
period," the attorney general asserts 
in his letter. 
The 
point 
of 
distinction 
is 


whether the law applies to the 
newspaper which has been in oper- 
ation for many years or to the hold- 
ing company which recently pur- 
chased it. 
"We also do not think that under 
the Nebraska constitution and the 
statutory provisions against the is- 
suance of watered stock, the com- 
pany can acquire a property like 
the Grand Island Independent for 
$274,000 and issue and sell thereon 
in this state $450,000 worth of stock," 
the letter continues? "this being our 
understanding of what the company 
is doing or proposes to do." 
It is also pointed out that even 
though the company claims exemp- 
tion, it is required to show proof 
that it is entitled t it. 
"Believing "that you prefer to 


satsfy us on these points and on 
your exemption generally before 
any prosecution is begun, we would 
suggest that you do so at once," the 
letter concludes.

The Rural Grain Co. at one time 
was owned by the Fanners-National 
Grain corporation, govern m e n t- 
sponsored co-operative, in order to 
give the Farmers "National a seat on 
the board of trade. It has since 
passed from control of the Farmers 
National, of whirh Mr. Cottington 
was the first president. 
The bankruptcy petition was filed 
at the "request of important credi- 
tors."

Worthy. Colby, a farmer living 
six miles north of Greeley was 
sentenced to one year in the peni- 
tentiary Thursday when he pleaded 
guilty to a charge of arson, State 
Fire Marshal John Trouton said

Colby was 
in Missouri at the time. According 
to Trouton the property was in- 
sured for $3.700. 
The investigation revealed sev- 
eral oil cans in the debris. The di- 
rection of the wind and the dis- 
tance between the buildings which 
seemed to preclude the possibility 
of one building catching fire from 
another first aroused the suspicion 
of the officials. 
Some time ago Colby was ar- 
rested on a charge of hog stealing, 
and Thursday 
when 
confronted 
with the evidence relating to the 
fire he confessed and implicated 
Landcn, the Src marshal! said. 
Landen was Uien arrested and ad- 
mitted to the officers that Colby 
had agreed to pay him $50 to set 
fire to the building, paying him $25 
down. Trouton said. 
Colby has also been sentenced to 
serve a year for hog stealing, 
Trouton said.

Witnesses Testify That 


Grading Benefitted 


District. 


Hearings in connection with the 


protest of property owners In Bel- 
mont against the cost of grading 
done there last summer, were re- 
•sumed Friday morning at the city 
hall. The council was sitting as a 
board of equalization, and P. A. 
Peterson, city attorney, represented 
the city, and T. S. Allen, the com- 
plainants. 


Witnesses for the plaintiffs were 
heard a week ago, and this morn- 
ing the city had its inning, seven 
witnesses testifying, before noon. 
Those' who testified were C. f. 
Theobald, president of the Lincoln 
Real Estate board; W. L. Turner, 
realtor and president of the board 
last year; Carl Fisher, office engi- 
neer in the city engineering depart- 
ment; H. C. Schleuter, deputy 
engineer; Fsed D. Cornell, D. V. 
Stephens, realtor, and C. M. Bailey, 
a resident of Belmont for forty- 
three years. 
For the most part the testimony 


of the entire group was to the ef- 
fect that the grading was an im- 
provement to the district. The ob- 
jectors had contended the reverse 
and are asking a decrease on that 
grounds. The objectors had set out 
that because of the grading, prop- 
erty values had been decreased, and 
this was contradicted by the de- 
fense, the witnesses declaring that 
where values had been around $50 
to $100 a lot they now are from 
$100 to $150. 


Project Was Approved. 


The two engineers testified re- 
garding the nature of the work and 
the heteht of the grade. Mr. Fisher 
stated that before work was started 
the plans were 'explained to a group 
of between 75 and 100 at the But- 
ler Avenue Congregational church. 
He added that a secret ballot rep- 
resenting a majority of property in 
the district, showed a majority in 
favor of the project. The engineer- 
ing department was represented by 
D. L. Erickson, city engineer; and 
Mr. Fisher. The late Frank Harm 
who was then m charge of the 
street department at the Jime, also 
was present, at the preliminary 
meeting. 


Durine his cross examination of 
Mr. Schlueter, Attorney Allen at- 
tempted to show that engineers 
and inspectors in the engineering 
department were receiving pay from 
two sources at the same time This 
was brought up through a charge 
of $575 for engineering havine been 
made against the district It was 
brought out. however, that all the 
pay received by inspectors comes 
from these charges. Until within a 
few months the salary of the 
deputy engineer also has come only 
from fees charged against special 
assessment districts. The amount 
that anv employe can receive in a 
year is fbred. 
In his examination of some of 
the other witnesses Mr Allen again 
offered 
to sell forty-eight lots 
which he owns in the district at 
$25 each. His offer also included 
a number of lots owned by George 
Davton. who also has filed a pro- 
test. When the offer was made to 
Turner and Stephens they an- 
swered they are net 'speculating in 
real estate. Stephens added that 
the price asked for property does 
not fix the value of property in 
any section of the city. 
Mr. Schlueter admitted on cross 
examination that after the plans 
for the district had been ^made, 
they were changed. This was done 
on a plea of the property owners, 
however, he said. They asked that 
the "cut" be made deeper, he added, 
and this was done.

A BIG BONFIRE. 


Over in Kansu province, which lies on the north- 


ern rim of China, swept in winter by freezing winds, 
and baked ]in summer by a torrid sun, whefe for five 
years crops nave failed to- grow, more than half the 
population of 7,000,000 people are reported to have: 
died of starvation and epidemic. 


There in a land inured to great tragedies, . the 


worst famine In all its heart-breaking history is still 
occupying the attention of relief workers while' hen 
in America grain prices have fallen to ruinous levels 
because of surpluses. In the general concern which 
has .directed widespread attention to wheat, the pur- 
chase of 50,000,000 bushels of the cereal by the 
Hoover farm board is. now receiving the -blame for 
the precipitous drop of 44 cents a bushel since August 
1, 1929. Is 'this wheat held by the farm board to be 
thrown on the market in 'advance of the new 1930 
crop? The only answer comes from Chairman Legge 
and he says: "No." But it is there in the elevators 
and the warehouses and the grain trade, reasoning 
that sooner or later It must be put on the market; 
refuses to buy. 
% 


Actually the carryover of wheat from 1929 on the 


North American continent is4ess than it has been 
in years past. America* had a normal crop, and 
Canada raUM only half as much as it produced in 
1928. But the customary surplus in the United States 
has been projected into .the limelight. Part of it— 
50,000,000 bushels— is in the hands of the federal 
farm board. It has been the subject of sharp debate 
and discussion. From a strictly psychological stand- 
Jwint it has depressed the market far more than. 
the tame amount of wheat held over in other years 
before the farm board came Into, existence.. 


So great newspapers, .warm and devoted friends of 


Mr. Hoover; and friendly in their attitude toward the 
farm board, are demanding someone- in a responsible 
position make a definite statement, witb reference to 
the wheat held by the government agency. Among 
.them, The Kansas City, Star. is(not satisfied with Mr. 
Legge'* announcement. How long is the wheat to be 
withheld from the market? A year? Two years? 
How will it be marketed when the government de- 
cides to sell?

Although the public has never been informed as to 


the exact amount of money which the federal farm 
board, has advanced in its efforts to sustain wheat 
prices, If Its reported holding of 50,000,000 bushels 
was acquired, at the pegged price of $1.18 a bushel 
Unclt Sam has an investment of $59,000,000.

At present prices the government already has lost 


from $12,000,000 to $l£oOO,000. What is that in com- 
parison to the losses sustained by American farmers 
by reason of much lower gram prices? in Nebraska 
alone the same yields of wheat, corn, oats and rye 
that were harvested in 1929 would put $50,000,000 
less in the farmers' pockets .than a year ago. / '

If the farm board proposes to hold this wheat' for 


twelve months, or even a much longer period,1 in the 
hope that crop failure and disaster in other parts 
of the world will reduce the visible supply and hence 
ralst the prices, it should say so. It can swallow its 
loon and dispose of its wheat now but in doing to 
it would rock, the market and threaten even greater 
disaster to the wheat grower. It could wen afford to 
pile the 50,000,000 bushels on the ground and'wrt a 
match to the heap. But better stfll it could follow 
a suggestion which received tome congressional at- 
tention and ship the grain to starving China. The 
latter could, not pay for it Those regions In the Chi- 
nese republic which have not experienced famine in 
recent yean cannot afford to eat wheat The idea ot 
a gift of this magnitude is fantastic, absurd, 
without parallel in international fet*UoHs.v It Is not

later Russia. China, which has looked to the United

Here is America, a rich and powerful nation, sur- 


rounded with luxuries and comfort*, aad jet her 
fanners are facing .ruin in many instances because 
of the drop in agricultural prices, could wen afford 
to act as a good Samaritan to the starring Chinese. 
The ttxmght of emaciated men and women and chil- 
dren, fulling 6y the thousands along the roadsides 
of Kansu. to die of banger whQe an over-abundance 
of wheat threatens to cost awuaanfls of American 
men and women the farm homes they oKcupy, is 
revolting. How could that 50,000,000 bushels be dis- 
posed of to better advantage?

NO OVERPRODUCTION OF DAIRY PRODUCTS. 
Boy C. Potts of the; bureau of agricultural eco- 


nomics of the United States department of agricul- 
ture: told the truth, the:whole truth and nothing but 
the truth when he said to the members of the Amer- 
ican Dairy Science association at Ames, la., a.couple 
.of'days ago that "underconsumption rather than 
overproduction is responsible for the present low 
prices of dairy products." ' 


Mr. .Potts might have gone further, however, and 


made the same statement in regard to foodstuffs of 
every .kind, which are. now selling hi many cases at 
less than'the cost of production, for it is an incon- 
trovertible fact that, there can be no sucli thing as 
overproduction of food as long* as millions of people 
have'not enough to eat, and hundreds of thousands 
are actually starving.

That Mr. Potts knew 'what he was talking about 


is shown from the fact that "he blamed • business 
conditions and unemployment for the falling off in 
consumption." There is no surplus of dairy .products 
which fact is fully demonstrated by the further on* 
that the per capita consumption, which should now 
be at its height, is much, lower than-it has been. 
Babies in'the cities are not getting as much milk-as 
they -formerly .consumed and their parents- are not 
eating as much butter and cheese as they were a 
year or two ago.

And if there Is no income •whatever,-one may not

There is never such a thing as overproduction as 


long as someone wants that which is produced. The 
fault is with the economic and distribution systems • 
which keep the product from the one who wants and 
needs it. Just at the present time there are in the 
United States millions of men who want to work and 
can find no workto do. If all of these were employed 
the vast quantities of butter now in storage would 
quickly disappear and the dairymen would be enabled 
to buy more radios, automobiles, clothing, .furniture 
and everything else, thus furnishing many others 
with work and enabling them, to buy more of every- 
thing else.

And what applies to the United States'applies in 


a degree to the'world at large. The United States 
produces in mass, not.only in its factories, but,on 
its farms, and the world is its market. If it cannot 
sell abroad, there is underconsumption. The people 
in other lands want what we have to sell, but on 
account of economic barriers cannot obtain.it. The 
factory man loses his job and cannot buy butter and 
the dairyman cannot sell his butter, so cannot buy 
a new car, and there is so-called overproduction all 
along, the line. 


A government headed by a "great engineer" should 


be able to'solve these problems. 


tereit to the average person. It is one phase of a 
problem which ha* been engaging Increasing at- 
tention "in recent years, State aid has extended fa- 
cilities for medical care to the poorer classes. Wealth 
brings medical care readily .to the upper -strata of 
society. The gnat middle classes, the independent 
self-supporting families, have found It increasingly 
difficult to secure competent medical aid for serious 
illnesses without incurring almost prohibitive costs. 


There are two answers to the problem. One is the 


adjustment by the medical profession Itself of its 
rates so as. to put medical, care-within the reason- 
able possibilities of all classes. The other'is the. so- 
cialization of medicine against which rr. Harris 
warns. The first solution is to be preferred in a 
country which has .developed Itself .on the values of 
independence and Initiative. Medicine, however, is 
but one of many lines of endeavor which are con- 
fronted with self-adjustment, -to avoid gradual so- 
cialisation to meet the demands of a complex society.

Green Predicts Less Un- 


employment in Late 
Summer and Autumn. 


WASHINGTON, June 
26—(ff)—A 


prediction that unemployment con- 
ditions will improve in the late 
summer and autumn was made last 
night by William Green,, president 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor.In a formal statement, he said 
unemployment conditions in. June 
had shown no improvement over 
May, when the federation estimated 
3,600,000 persons were out of work. 
He also estimated that wage earn- 
ers had lost more than $2,000,000,- 
000 during the first six months of 
this year because of unemployment. 


"Layoffs, always come with the 
beginning of the summer dull sea- 
son in June," he said. "With the 
usual fall pickup in business, em- 
ployment will improve in the later 
summer and autumn. 
"But meanwhile, 
the summer 


months will bring hardships to 
hundreds of thousands of workers 
who have already been out of work 
from three to six'months. And the 
low level of workers' purchasing 
power will continue to delay busi- 
ness recovery."

are keeping a record of their farm 
expenditures and , receipts, in co- 
operation with the extension serv- 
ice of the agricultural college. This 
is three times as many as were 
keeping accounts four years ago. Of 
the total, 1,494 live In counties 
where county agents are employed, 
and are getting help from local ex- 
tension men. 


When the books are completed 


they are summarized by the agri- 
cultural college, and the results 
compared with those of other farms 
in the same area. In addition the 
details of the records are discussed 
with each famer. Under no cir- 
cumstances have the names of the 
farmers or the identity of the books 
been included in the summaries. 


Cattle Feeding Profits. 


"How 
is one to get the most 


profit out of cattle feeding?" is one 
of the many questins asked at the 
last feeders' day at the agricultural 
college. 


According to Prof. H. J. Gram- 


hch, the man who makes fairly 
regular profits feeding cattle is the 
one who is able to produce the 
greater part of his gain on rough- 
age that possesses little value. He 
probably buys in the early fall and 
runs through the fall and early 
winter meadows, stalks, wheat fields 
and straw stacks. If he has a silo 
so much the better, as cattle can be 
taken from low-grade roughage to 
silage and later finished on grain. 
In addition to following such meth- 
ods it is imperative that the cattle 
be bought right. 


Extension Workers Conference.

tained, by a farmer who had used 
phosphate fertilizer for his corn. 
The unfertilized corn was only half 
as tall as that which, had been 
fertilized. This was considered of 


great advantage as more soil could 
be cultivated close to the large 
corn, thereby killing virtually all of 
the small weeds. 


When he planted the com the 


farmer used a two-row planter, with 
a fertilizer attachment on one side 
only. In this way the planting was 
alternated with two rows of fertil- 
ized and two rows of unfertilized 
corn. 


WAHOO—According to cost ac- 


count records kept by twenty-eight 
fanners, crops were produced more 


economically in Cass county than in 
Douglas. Saunders, Phelps and Fill- 
more counties.
